Census-Taking Is 
Good Business Here 


People are asking the question: 

“Why does the city go to the expense of 
having a special population census now?” 

The question is a good one and the answer 
is fairly easy. 

It is a matter of business for the city to get 
its current population figure officially recorded 
as of now. In fact, every resident is worth 
about $5—in terms of census figures. May we 
hasten to add, every resident is worth to the 
city far more than that, but in relation to the 
census figures, the per capita value is $5. 

On the basis of population, municipalities 
get from the state allotments of gasoline tax 
and auto license fees. As of the regular 1950 
census, the city’s population was 9,125. 

As of today, the population is about 2,000 
more—maybe. At $5 a head, figure it out, 
why it is good business for all of us to be 
counted. 

Cost of the census is slightly more than 
$1,500. 


Cable Airport Deserves

Privately owned airports are getting fewer 
in Southern California and especially in Los 
Angeles county. Due to management errors 
or to “pressure” from adjoining property own- 
ers, the “small airports have been steadily 
forced out of business.

Mr. Cable has been faced with many ob- 
stacles and problems but determined as he is 
and a hard worker and efficient manager as 
he is, success should be ahead for him. 

The Cable airport on Benson avenue, is 
ideally located for an airport and for the estab- 
lishment of industries allied with the airplane 
industry.

We Readily Accept 
Living With The A-Bomb 


A distinguishing feature of the series of 
A-Bomb tests in Nevada is the lack of awe on 
the part of the observers and the general pub- 
lic. 

When the first A-bomb fell, nearly eight 
years ago, physical scientists predicted long- 
lasting radioactivity and permanent contam- 
ination of the ground. Political scientists claim- 
ed that because there was no place to hide 
from this newest weapon of destruction, all 
the. world was one. and all values that mer 
had striven for and guarded throughout history 
should be sublimated to the necessity of sur- 
vival. 

But since the blasts, soldiers and civilians 
have gone into the area. Without minimizing 
the bomb’s terrible potentialities for destruc- 
tion, there is satisfaction in observing that men 
have learned to live with the A-bomb. We are 
ready, apparently to accept this startling de- 
velopment, just as we readily accepted radio, 
television—and long before our day, electricity 
and the steam engine. 





How much easier our work would be if 
we put forth as much effort trying to improve 
the quality of it as most of us do trying to find 
excuses for not properly attending to it.
